G. W. Hervey, long known as one
of Nebraska's most prominent live
stock boosters who has been with the
Twentleth Century Farmer for sev-
eral years, which has been consoll
dated with the Nebragska Farmer, of
Lincoln, wrote The Herald a very in-
teresting letter this week, reading as
follows:

“Omaha, Nebraska, June 3, 1818,
“Mr. John W. Thomas,

Live Stock Editor,

The Alliance Herald,
Alliance, Nebraska.

“Dear Mr. Thomag:—1 am mailing
you a ecopy of the Twentieth Century
Farmer—Its elogsing issue, containing
an article I have written mainly in-
corporating some personal informa-
tion I got from our friend Richards
at the time and previous to his inear-
cerntion for the same offense that
thousands of others were alike gullty
of, if it could be classed or falrly
termed a guilt. Bartlett Richards,
to my idea, of personality in men,
was a splendid type of man and in his
work accomplished a great work in
his range catile breeding, which I
have thought should be accredited to
him, and as 1 am going out of news-
paper activities I could not feel satis-
filed in not giving expression to some
of his virfues In the range cattle in-
dustry.

“1 feel that practically every man
who engaged in operating herds on
the range In the early days of the|
country deserves my recognition for
the influence he exerted in helping in
the civilizing of the range and there-
by alding in a general bettering of
conditions.

ISSUES STATEMENT

Wyoming Ol Company, In Which
Many Local Parties Are Interested,
Tells of Recent Developments,

A large number of Alliance people
are interested financially in the Grif-
fith Oll company, whose head offlces
are 't Casper, Wyoming. The direc-
tors of this company-—J. N. Andrews,
Lee M. Hall, I. Salinsky, J. A. Ar-
mour and Benjamin F. Beach, have
issued the following statement to
their stockholders, from Casper un-
der date of May 20:

"The board of directors feel that a
report covering the matiers discuss-
ed and peted upon at the recent stock-
holders’ meeting should be made to
the stockholders of the company. It
is belioved that this is necessary in
view of the wide publicity given to
certain of the company’s transactions
by the former president of the com-
pany, Harry B. Griffith.

“In a circular lettor of some twen-
ty-seven pages, which was mailed to
the stockholders of record, a personal
nttack was made on his associate
membera of the former board of di-
rectors, because of certain transac-
tlons by the board which oeccurred
while the president was absent in
Texas, and because of certain differ-
ences of opinion between the presi-
dent and other members of the board,

“In the circular letter referred to,
only one side of the transactions was
set forth. As to the real situation
under which the transactions refer-
red to occurred, facts were distorted
and charges were made explicitly im-
pugning the good faith and honesty
of the board of directors. Thae pres-
fdent of the company, acting upon the
assumption that he ‘was the sole
guardlan of the company's interests,
and possessed 4 monopoly of honesty,
took these matters into court, and
having obtained an injunction in the
district court of Wyoming, enjoining
all further operations on the part of
the board of directors, began a cam-
paign of slander and abuse of his as-
gociates In the board of preparatory
to an expectad vindleation of himself
at the stockholders’ meeting,

“We are happy to say that these
matters have all been cleared up,
and that the affpire of the ecompany:
are now in shape o move forwisd'
without further delay and lntcrl’ar—!
ence, By an overwhelming vote of
the stock represented, which aggre-'
gated some ninety per cent of the en-
tire Issued stock, the setion of tlw1
presldent was repudiated, and !hn'

content. Moisture forms about 78 pe
cent of the potato. Prorf. Howamn
had samples of both polato
and Seur, made in the gov L
experimentsal laboratory at Denver.

In the making of starch all kind
of polatoes can be used—oulls, pota

can all be used. Denver frms oKl
now furaish all the machinery neces
sary to make potato starch, A fag
tory sufficient to handle 800 pushel
per day will cost from §8,000 to $10, |
000 for the machinery. The bulld
ings and installing would cost prob
ably that much additionar. Twenty
five thousand dollars would be ampl
to build and finance a factory in Bn
Butte county.

Ten pounds of starch is made hﬂ
100 pounds of poiatoes. The operal
ing cost in producing a pound o
starch Is from one to one and ont
quarter cemts. The potatoes woul
cost am average of fourty cents pe
